'Knox, the witness testified, had 
beelrTTT-tbe hospital "Tftr treatment 
several times during his brief stay 
at Flat Top. 
Knox died August 
14, 1924, ten days after his ar­ 
rival at the prison mine. 
Every time Knox’s head came 
from under the water in the duck­ 
ing process, he screamed at the 
top of his voice, Pugh declared, 
and “Knox begged for his life as 
hard as he could,” Pugh testified.
